STING drug 
team seeks 
money to 


fill funding 


gap

The State Police commander of a multi- 
jurisdictional drug enforcement team, 
which includes a Crawford County 
Sheriff's Deputy and covers the county, is 
seeking funds to maintain full force. 

Detective Lt. Jeff Keister, the command- 
er of the Strike Team Investigative 
Narcotics Group (STING), said grant fund- 
ing for the narcotics team was reduced by 
$50,000 for the 2011-12 fiscal year. For the 
next fiscal year, Keister said the funding 
would drop another 20 percent. The overall 
cuts mean that funding for the team will 
drop from $200,000 to $115,000 to 
$100,000. 

Keister said funding from narcotics 
teams covering northern Michigan and the 
Upper Peninsula have been cut. 

The funds were diverted by former Gov. 
Jennifer Granholm to cover the costs to 
establish drug courts. The drug courts have 
more extensive programs and probation 
officers 1o deal with repeated offenders. 

“They are not first time drug abusers,” 
Keister said. “We’re talking about people 
who are repetitive, hard-core addicts that 
have failed everything else.” 

Drug courts have been established in 
Grand Traverse County, Otsego County and 
Iosco County. Crawford County does not 
have a drug court. 

Due to the increased demand in manpow- 
er, Keister said the courts are very costly to 
operate. 

“There are a lot of good examples of it 
working, but it is an expensive proposition 
to take on,” Keister said. “Once your grant 
runs out, you have to agree to maintain that 
program.”

CABOOSE RESTORATION PROJECT 
LEADS INTO MUSEUM’S OPENING

A recent retiree began a 
project to spruce up the 
caboose located on the 
Crawford County Historical 
Museum grounds. 

Tim = Murphy, who 
worked in the maintenance 
department at Mercy 
Hospital Grayling for 21 
years, < approached 
Crawford County Historical 
Society Board members last 
fall. 

“Thadn’t been in the 
museum for years,” 
Murphy said. 

Since Murphy had some 
extra time on his hands, he 
paid the $10 membership to 
become a Historical Society 
member and volunteered to 
help do work in and around 
the museum. It cost about 
$7,000 to keep the museum 
open from May through 


October, and the Historical - 


Society counts on its mem- 
bership dues, donations and 
small fund-raisers to make 
the’ community’s history 
and artifacts available to the 


a IVE | public. 


Although there are sever 
al projects to tackle at the 
Museum, Ginger Lyons, 
who publishes the Crawford 
County Historical Society 
newsletter and coordinates 
activities, suggested 
Murphy begin restoring the 
museum's caboose. 

“We're hoping that we 
can get more people to 
come into the museum and 
possibly become members,” 
Murphy said. “I did this 
kind of work at the hospital

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ve 
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for years,” 

The caboose was built in 
1929 and was last rebuilt in 
the 1940s. The caboose 
served as a home away 
from home. for railroad 
employees, who traveled 
between Saginaw and 
Cheboygan. It was one of 
the last cabooses to be 
retired by Detroit and 
Mackinac Railway. 

As spring weather came 
early, Murphy started paint- 
ing the undercarriage of the 
caboose as well as the stairs 
leading into the train car. 

“T figure the more | can 
get done, the quicker people 
will notice that something 


“is going on with the 


caboose,” Murphy said. 
Murphy is steel brushing 


the outside of the caboose 


to remove rust, dirt and 
mold before it gets a fresh 
coat of paint. 


The bottom of one side of | 


the caboose has rusted so 
badly, requiring steel plates 
to be bolted on the surface 
to cover the sharp edges. 

“We are concerned with 
little kids getting their fin- 
gers cut,” Murphy said. 

The materials for the 
repair were donated by Alro 
Steel, which has a branch 
location in thé Grayling 
Industrial Park. 

Despite covering up steel 
rivets on one side of the 
caboose, Murphy said the 
historical integrity would be 
preserved, 

“Once the car is all paint- 
ed, you won’t even notice 
it,” Murphy said.

rankings: have been avail- 
able, providing a snapshot 
of the community’s health 
on an annual basis. 
Crawford County 
received a’ Health 
Outcomes rank of 65 out of 
82 counties in Michigan. 
One is the best score and 
82 is the worst. One county 


in the state is not ranked. 


because there is not an ade- 
quate population to form a 
proper sampling, said 
Linda Van Gills, chief 
health officer for District 
Health Department #10. 

Crawford County 
received a Health 
Outcomes rank of 61 in 
2011. 

Van Gills said the drop in 
rankings was due to an 
increased mortality rate, 
which includes the prema- 
ture death of people who 
die before age 75. 
Crawford County’s mortal-

ity rate in 2012 was 70 
compared to a rate of 64 in 
2011. 

Van Gills attributed the 
drop in ranking due to the 
county’s aging population. 

“A lot of people move 
into the area to retire, but 
the rate is a big concern,” 
Van Gills said. 

The Health Factors score 


for Crawford County is 52 


for 2012, compared to a 
rank of 56 in 2011. 

The Health Behaviors 
for the county 
improved to 30 for 2012 
from a ranking of 35 in 
2011. 

The adult obesity rate for 
Crawford County was 30 
percent, with was lower 
than the state average of 32 


percent, but higher than the - 
“ties is a high teen birth 


national benchmiark of 25 
percent. 

Addressing the obesity 
issue is going to take a 
long-term commitment on 
behalf of individuals and 


health care organizations. 


“Fo turn that around, it’s 
going to take a long term 
commitment just like we 
made the commitment to 
reduce the use of tobacco,” 
Van Gills said. “The key 


thing is looking at the 


trends and we all have to 
work better to take care of 
our health. You can make a 
lot of progress with just 
moderation.” 

Van Gills said following 
the Gov. Rick Snyder’s 
four-by-four would help 
people make improvement 
in their health. Snyder’s 
plan calls for residents to 
practice four key healthy 
behaviors: eating a healthy 
diet, getting regular exer- 
cise, having annual physi- 
cals and avoiding tobacco 
use. He has also urged res- 
idents to track four health 


measures: body - mass 
index, blood pressure, cho- 
lesterol level and blood 
sugar level. 

“A lot of it is things your 
grandmother tells us to do, 
but they do make a lot of 
sense,” Van Gills said. 

Crawford County main- 
tained a teen birth rate of 
47 in 2012, compared to 
the state average of 34 per- 
cent and a national bench- 
mark of 22 percent. The 
study, however, does not 
account for teen mothers 
who give birth at Mercy 
Hospital Grayling from 
surrounding counties, 

Van Gills said the teen 
birth rate has dropped over 
the last decade.. 

“One of the things we 
see in all rural communi- 


rate, but that is coming 
down over the last 10 
years,” Van Gills said, 

The physical inactivity 
for Crawford County and 
the state was the same at 25 
percent, compared to a 
national benchmark of 21 
percent. Crawford County 
and the state also had the 
same tank for fast food 
restaurants at 48 percent, 
while the national bench- 
mark is 25 percent. 

The physical environ- 
ment ranking from 
Crawford County 
increased from a rate of 52 
in 2011 to 38 in 2012. Van 
Gills attributed the 
improvement ‘to programs 
that provide access to 
healthy foods for families 
and senior citizens. 

“We know that we have 
to encourage people to eat 
the right foods, sometimes 
eat less and be more 
active,” Van Gills said.

The format for a musical 
show scheduled to be held at 
Grayling High School on 
Friday includes three acts, 
three benefits and “You 
Choose.” 

The You Choose Benefit 
Show will be held at 7 p.m, 
on Friday, April 20 in the 
Grayling High School’s 
Joseph Stripe Auditorium. 
On the bill are Hail Your 
Highness, formed by sisters 
Jessie and Niki 
Bobenmoyer, Dactylion, a 
thrash metal duo made up of 
Cameron Brooks and C.J. 
Bertram, and — Jessica 
Hoover, an acoustic act 
from Traverse City. 

Hail Your Highness and 
Dactylion, which are both 
based in Graying, were ini- 
tially prompted to organize 
the show by overwhelming 
response to the Kony 2012 
campaign sponsored by 
Invisible Children. 

Kony 2012 is an online 
video focused on the 
Ugandan warlord Joseph 
Kony and his crimes against 
children during the coun- 
try’s civil war, which 
became a global Internet 
sensation in March and has 
been viewed more than 100 
million times. 

Invisible Children hopes 
the video and other efforts 
will make Kony a household 
name and drum up interna- 
tional support to halt 
killings, rapes, abuses and 
abductions committed by 
his group, the Lord’s 
Resistance Army, in central 
Africa. 

Kony, who has operated 
in central Africa for two 
decades, is wanted for 
crimes against humanity by 
the International Criminal 
Court. In October, the 
United States sent 100 com- 
bat-equipped troops on a 
mission to kill or capture 
Kony. 

After the release of the 
video, Jason Russell, the 
cofounder of Invisible 
Children and the organiza- 
tion’s main spokesperson, 
was criticized for simplify- 
ing the Ugandan conflict 
and overplaying today’s role 
of Kony in the African 
nation. 

Just weeks after the video 
was released, Russell was 
picked up by police after 
several people reported a 
man running through the 
streets of San Diego in his 
underwear, screaming. He 
was not arrested, but was 
taken to a hospital and is 
believed to have had a men- 
tal breakdown due to the 
criticism of the international 
campaign. 

As soon as the Grayling 
bands created an event page 
on Facebook and posted a 
flier, people started siam- 
ming the show, saying they 
would not attend due to the 
support of a controversial 
cause the acts were support- 
ing. 

In response, the bands 
decided they would also 
raise money for the 
Crawford County 
Community Christian: Help 
Center, which operates a 
food pantry in the commu- 
nity to support individuals 
and families in need. 

Jessie said the 
response to the show was 
unfortunate. 

“I was surprised because 
Invisible Children has 
brought a lot of awareness

Laws 
are made by state legisla- 
tors, and in most cases the 
governor approves what the 
lawmakers have decided.

older to ride without a hel- 
met. New bikers must pass a 
safety class to doff the pro- 
tective headgear. And each 
biker must carry at least 
$20,000 insurance coverage 
to help defray cost of treat- 
ing injuries from motorcycle 
accidents.

IN GENERAL, | agree 
with the new law. | have 
always figured that what a 
biker wears is up to him or 
her. Helmets make it safer 
for motorcycle use, but 
whether to be safe should be 
a personal decision made by 
each biker, although only a 
nitwit would continually 
ride without a helmet for 
very long. It’s simply too 
dangerous. 

The compulsory insur- 
ance coverage should have 
been higher, like maybe 
$150,000 or so, and maybe 
the legislature can fix that 
before too long. 

Driving or riding on a 
motorcycle can be danger- 
ous. Horror stories abound 


about brain damage and life- 
long incapacitation caused 
by motorcycle accidents. 

In those cases, $20,000 in 
medical coverage is a drop 
in a bucket. And who picks 
up the difference? 
Taxpayers through. public 
care for the permanently 
damaged, or higher premi- 
ums for health and accident 
insurance policies, which 
most of us carry.

to individual motorcyclists, 


_ the answer usually is that

The Committee 
for Severe Weather 
Awareness encourages resi- 
dents to review tornado 
safety procedures, and to 
watch out for rapidly chang- 
ing weather conditions. In 
2011, tornadoes and thun- 
derstorms resulted four 
deaths and 31 injuries. 

It {is important for 
Michiganians to be familiar 
with severe weather alerts. 
A tornado watch or severe 
thunderstorm watch simply 
means that severe thunder- 
storms and tornadoes are 
possible. 

Residents should gather a 
first aid kit, flashlight and 
portable radio or their emer- 
gency supply kit. They 
should monitor the weather 
through local television, 
radio or NOAA weather 
radio. 

A tornado warning means 
that a tornado has been 
spotted or is indicated on 
Doppler Radar. Go imme- 
diately to the basement or a 
small interior room on the 
lowest level. Keep away 
from chimneys and win- 
dows. Leave mobile homes 
and find shelter in a sturdy 
building.

When a thunderstorm 
warming is issued for your 
area, get indoors immedi- 
ately and do not use the 
telephone or 
appliances. Keep away 
from windows. Do not take 
shelter in sheds or under 


isolated trees. If you are out - 


boating and swimming, get 
to land and find a sturdy 
shelter immediately. 

To prepare for severe 
weather, the Michigan 
Committee for Severe 
Weather Awareness sug- 
gests that you: 

Plan ahead. Be sure 
everyone in your household 
knows where to go and 
what to do in case of severe 
weather. Make plans for 
those who may have trouble 
getting to shelter. 

Have emergency supplies 
on hand, including a bat- 
tery-operated radio, a flash- 
light and a fresh supply of 
batteries. 

Know the shelter loca- 
tions in ‘public buildings, 
such as work, schools and 
shopping centers. 

Make a list of household 
furnishings and other items. 
Take photographs of each 
room. Store the list and 
photos in safe place. 

Have an emergency com- 
munication plan. Know 
how to reach family and

friends if you are unable to 
meet at home. 

Create an emergency plan 
for your pets. All pet owners 
are urged to keep a pet 


emergency supply kit that. 


should include the follow- 
ing: 

Three-or-more-day sup- 
ply of food in airtight, 
water-proof container. 

Three-or-more-day sup- 
ply of drinking water. 

Bowls for food and water. 

Current photos and 
descriptions of your pets, 
including their markings. 

Medications, vaccination 
records and first aid pet sup- 
plies. 

Comfort items such as a 
toy and blanket. 

Small garbage bags. 

For dogs — include a 
leash, harness and a sturdy 
carrier large enough to use 
as a sleeping area. 

For cats include a litter 
box and litter as well as a 
sturdy carrier large enough 
for transport. 

A buddy system for your 
pets. Find someone-that can 
care for your pets if you are 
unable to. Most shelters do 
not allow pets,

Huron-Manistee 
National Forests Service 
reminds public of 
designated ORV trails 


The forest service 
reminds the public that the 
use of off-road vehicles on 
the Huron-Manistee 
National Forests is restrict- 
ed to designated trails. 

Newaygo County is the 
most recent of several coun- 
ties in Michigan’s lower 
peninsula that have passed 
ordinances that authorize 
the use of ORVs on the 
shoulder of county and 
township roads. These 
ordinances do not apply to 
forest. service roads, 
whether paved or unpaved. 

Each year the forest ser- 
vice produces a motor vehi- 
cle use map to help visitors 
identify where they can 


legally drive their type of 


wheeled vehicle on the 
national forests. The maps 
are free and available at for- 
est service offices. 

On the Huron-Manistee 
National Forests, ORVs that 
are not street-legal may be 
ridden only on designated 
trails. Most ORV trails on 
national forest system lands 
are designed for vehicles 
50" wide or less. ORVs that 
are not street legal require a 
valid state ORV tag. 

All national forest roads 
are open to. street-legal 
vehicles, unless they are 
posted closed or blocked 
with a dirt mound, brush 
pile, or other type of barrier. 

While Michigan’s Public 
Act 0240 allows counties to 
open county and municipal 
roads and streets to ORV 
use, the state law does not 
permit counties to authorize 
ORV use on state or federal 
roads and highways. Forest 
service roads are federal 
roads. Section. 81133 of 
the law states that “A per-

This policy has 
been in effect since 1976. 

It is the responsibility of

LANSING — Nature has its 
own rules. One of them is, 
protect baby animals by leav- 
ing them with their mothers. 
Parents will abandon their 
babies if they are removed 
from their natural environ- 
ment, according to the 
Michigan Departrnent of 
Natural Resources (DNR), 
In addition, some wild ani- 
mals have diseases or para- 
sites that can be passed to 
humans ar pets, DNR said. 
“Nearly 1,000 wild ani- 
mals are rescued by licensed 
rehabilitators each year in 
the state. However, thou- 
sands died due to inappropri- 
ate care by the public,” said 
Richard Grant, executive 


director of the Howell 
Conference and Nature 
Center. 


The general public can’t 
properly feed wild animals 
with proper formulas. For 
example, most people do not 
know baby raccoons can’t be 
fed whole milk, raw eggs or 
honey, he said. 

Sherry MacKinnon, a 
DNR wildlife ecologist in 
Newberry, said, “We appre- 
ciate the good intentions of 
those who want to help, but 
the animals are better off left 
alone than removed from the 
wild.” 

However, she said that 
many animals actually don’t 
need help. For instance, even 
if a fawn appears to be aban- 
doned, its mother is almost 
always nearby. 

Also, MacKinnon — said 
does sometimes leave their 
young unattended up to eight 
hours at a time. 

She said licensed rehabili- 
tators are better trained to 
handle wild animals and 
know how to release them so 
they can survive in the wild.

when people find a small 
injured baby animal, the first 
thing to do is to get it warm. 

“Wearing gloves, place the 
animal in an appropriate- 
sized container filled with 
old T-shirts or blankets and 
bring it indoors,” she said. 

But people should not 
attempt to capture bigger 
injured animals. Instead, they 
should immediately call a 
wildlife rehabilitator for fur- 
ther instructions because 
those animals require special

The Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
has asked state and private 
landowners not to prune or 
“injure” oak trees between 
April and July, when they 
are more susceptible to the 
disease. 

It hits mainly red, black 
and pine oaks, with red oaks 
usually the most vulnerable. 

Robert Heyd, the forest 
pest management program 
manager at DNR, said the 
disease spreads when bee- 
tles move spores from last 
year’s diseased trees to 
fresh wounds in healthy 
oaks. 

“Because of the warm 
weather, the beetles that 
move oak wilt disease are 
present everywhere. 
Prevention efforts such as 
not cutting and pruning the 
trees really need to start 
now,” he said. 

In addition, Heyd said 
major contributors to the 
spread are people who cut 
oaks for firewood in the 
spring and move the logs to 
vacation properties. 

“Moving wood from dis- 
eased trees to new areas, 
mostly as firewood and 
logs, can spread the disease 
up to three years after the 
tree dies,” he said. 

When an oak is infected, 
the fungus moves to neigh- 
boring red oaks through 
root grafts. Oaks within 100 
feet of each other, depend- 


ing on the size of the tree, 
have connected root sys- 
tems. If oak wilt is left 
untreated, it continues to 
move from tree to tree, pro- 
gressively killing them in a 
large area. 

Matthew Sands, a silvi- 
culturist for the Huron- 
Manistee National Forest, 
said wounds on trees usual- 
ly occur due to construction 
projects, use of machinery 
that bump into trees, work- 
ers using spikes on their 
shoes and storms that break 
branches. 

“Sometimes, people think 
they help the tree by cutting 
dead branches, but they 
don’t know it can actually 
kill it,” he said, 

According to Sands, over 
the last few years the 
national forests removed 
dozens of red oak trees 
from the roots. His agency 
couldn’t identify the exact 
source of the infections but 
started close collaborations 
with nearby private 
landowners and state agen- 
cies. 

“It is a major problem for 
us. Once the tree is infected, 
you can’t really save it. We 
need to educate arborists, 
private landowners and peo- 
ple in general save how to 
identify and protect oaks,” 
Sands said. 

DNR reported that the 
disease has been found in 


more then 40 counties 
including Alpena, 
Cheboygan, Kent, 
Lenawee, Ottawa, 


Crawford, Wexford, St. 
Joseph, Antrim, Manistee, 
Grand Traverse, Gladwin, 
Oakland, Macomb = and 
Montcalm. 


In 2011,. the department 
identified the disease spread 
to 3,026 acres of state forest 
land in Crawford, 
Missaukee, Benzie and 
Grand Traverse counties. 

Dennis Fulbright, a pro- 
fessor of plant pathology at 
Michigan State University, 
said it is important to devel- 
op strategies to increase 
knowledge on how to iden- 
tify and prevent the disease. 

‘We have a huge epidem- 
ic of oak wilt because citi- 
zens. don’t know how to 
determine oak wilt and the 
timing, ‘when oak trees 
should be cut,” he said. 

General symptoms can be 
recognized by leaves tum- 
ing dark brown or dropping 
around July. 

According to Fulbright, it 
is necessary to set regula- 
tions for utility and timber 
companies and put signs in 
the parks reminding people 
that oak trees shouldn’t be 
cut or wounded in warm 
weather. 

“Nature doesn’t take 
rules from us, it gives us 
rules. You want that oak, 
you better do it nature’s 
way,” he said. 

Meanwhile, the. dead 
oaks are a big loss for tim- 
ber companies and individ- 
ual landowners. 

Brenda Owen, director 
for policy and programming 
the Michigan Association of 
Timbermen in Newberry, 
said any disease that affects 
natural timber resources is a 
strong concern for the 
industry. 

“Oak is one of the high- 
est-quality lumber produc- 


‘tion species, Oak disease is 


fast-acting and that doesn’t 
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Special 
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give landowners much time While Suppiles Last! 
to harvest the trees before 
rendering the value of the 
timber nearly useless,” she 
said. . 

According to Owen, the 
loss of oak lumber puts a 
big financial strain on mills, 
loggers and landowners that 
produce lumber products. 

“If they are unable to 
meet those orders, then rev- 
enue is lost to the business,” 
Owen said.

In the 2013-14 fiscal 
year, funding will come 
back to prevention efforts 
for law enforcement instead 
of treatment and education. 
Keister is looking for 
governmental municipali- 
ties in its jurisdiction to 
make up for funding loss for 
next year. STING covers a 
six-county area, which 
includes Arenac, Crawford, 
Iosco, Ogemaw, Oscoda, 
and Roscommon Counties. 
Currently, Crawford 
County pays about $18,000 
foward STING on a per- 
capita-based formula. 
Keister said STING’s 
efforts result in about 40 
felony arrests in Crawford 


County per year. He said. 


police working undercover 
is the only way law enforce- 
ment can make the drug 
busts, 

“If they see a patrol car 
coming, they go under- 
ground and hide,” Keister 
said. “We infiltrate their 
communities and it’s a huge 
bang for the buck.” 

Keister said Oscoda 
County and Ogemaw 
County are considering spe- 
cial millages to cover the 
cost to fund STING. The 
millages would also place 
uniformed police officers in 
the schools, Keister said. 
Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Deputy Chase Barnett, the

District, is funded through a 
partnership between the 
schools and the county. 
Roscommon County 
favors an increase in its per 
capita funding to help keep 
STING active in the region.

‘Board referred the funding 


request to its finance com- 
mittee, STING is requesting 
an additional $12,000 in 
addition to the $18,000 the 
county already pays to fund 
the drug team. 

Keister said the county 
has received about 
$280,000 in funding and 
services from STING or the 
state over the last four 
years. 

Not only does the team 
focus on drug trafficking, 
Keister said it recently 
seized AK-47 assault rifles 
from gang members and 
worked with federal author- 
ities regarding a Lebanese 
man involved in identity 
theft.

The Township of South Branch Ordains: 


Section 1. Amendment of Section 2.01 


Section 2.01 of the South Branch Township Zoning Ordinance is hereby amerided to add the following definition to be 
inserted in its alphabetical location; the new definition shall read in its entirety as follows: 


Livestock: Any cattle, sheep, goat, swine, poultry, captive cervidae (wild animal like deer), ratites, or equine 
animals used for food, fiber, feed or other agricultural based consumer products, wild or domesticated game or 
other non-plant live including fish or bees. 


Section 2, Amendment of Section 2.01 


Section 2.01 of the South Branch Township Zoning Ordinance is hereby amended to amend the definition of ‘Structure’ 
to read in its entirety as follows:
